PONTOON BEACH — A long 
strip of Horseshoe Lake shore- 
line, about 500 feet wide at its, 
widest point, was annexed into 
the village at Tuesday night’s 
‘board meeting 

The -property, amounting to 
about 28 acres, starts to the east 
at Lake Drive and State Aid 35 
and continues west, paralleling 
SA 35.and Illinois 162 to Granite 
City’s eastern border. 

The newly annexed tract con- 
tains about 28 acres of mainly 
state-owned land .between Horse- 
shoe Lake and tHe highway and 
ends where Granite City Steel’s 


water treatment facility adjoins 
the lake. The latter area was 
annexed by Granite City in July 
1986. 

Extending to the water’s edge 
of Horseshoe Lake, the annex 
ation of state property was 
approved by Gov. James Thomp- 
son and the Illinois Department 
of Conservation: 

The annexed area includes 
Jethrow’s Quick Shop and Ser- 
vice Station on Illinois 162 at 
Moellenbrock Road, west of the 
Illinois 162-SA 35 junction. 

“‘Jethrow asked to be annexed 
to get some police protection,” 
Trustee Louis Whitsell said 
Tuesday night. 


Township expected to fight 
ruling involving coke plant

NAMEOKI TOWNSHIP — A 
court ruling Friday upholding 
Granite City’s annexation of 
Granite City Steel’s coke plant is 
expected to be challenged by 
township officials.

On Friday, Judge Moses Har- 
rison of the 5th Circuit Appellate 
Court in Mt. Vernon ruled the 
township was not entitled to a 
pérmanent injunction against the 
annexation. Nameoki’s six 
counts contesting the annexation 
weren't enough to stop it, Harri- 
son ruled. 

Nameoki officials claimed the 
township would drastically lose 
its tax base due to the annex- 
ation.

MADISON — Issuance of $4 

million in revenue bonds to 
expand Lanter Co. facilities at 
1700 Collinsville Ave. was recent- 
ly approved by aldermien. 
“John Belléntino, company 
spokesman, said the money is 
earmarked for construction and 
equipping of a warehouse which 
will be used in combination with 
Lanter’s manufacturing and dis- 
tributing operations. 

The city entered into a memo- 
randum of agreement with Lan- 
ter. Industrial revenue bonds 
will be issued at no-cost to the 
city. The move was approved 
May 19. 

The warehouse will have 43,500 
square feet and can provide 
employment for 20 to 25 people 
as. warehousemen, secretaries 
and other office personnel.

will face a $2.5 million deficit

disease. As a result. many mis- 
conceptions surround the method 
by which the AIDS-causing virus 
is transmitted from person to 
person. - 

Exhaustive scientific studies 
have indicated the virus’is not 
transmitted through casual con- 
tact. Touching an AIDS victim 
will not cause you to contract 
the disease, nor will normal 
interaction in the home, school 
or workplace. You cannot catch 
AIDS from a toilet seat. 

The virus can be transmitted 
only through sexual relations, 
the transfusion of blood or the 
sharing” of needles contaminated 
with blood.-It also can be trans- 
mitted to an.infant by the moth- 
er prior to birth. 


While several high-risk groups 
have been identified as particu- 
larly susceptible to virus, it is 
important to remember that 
AIDS can no longer be consid- 
ered a “‘gay’’ disease. ‘Hetero- 
sexuals also can be at risk 


For example, sexual contact 
with prostitutes is a dangerous 


practice. 


Many prostitutes are IV drug 
users and may~-have contracted 
the virus through shared needles 
or relations with other clients. 

Obviously, a long-term. monog- 
amous relationship or total absti- 


nence from sexual relations are 
the best means -of avoiding 
AIDS. 

But for people who wish to 
become or remain sexually 
active, the use of a condom, 
while not 100 percent effective, 
appears to offer the greatest 
protection against the disease. 

Unless both partners know 
with absolute certainty that nei- 
ther one is carrying the virus, 
use of a condom is necessary. 
Absolute certainty means_a 
mutually exclusive relationship 
for at least five years, with nei- 
ther partner using illegal intra- 

The fear of AIDS has been 
affecting the availability of the 
nation’s blood supply. Those. peo- 
ple who contracted AIDS from 
infected blood did so when 
receiving transfusions. You can- 
not contract AIDS from donating 
blood. 

To address the transfusion 
problem, people in high-risk 
groups are encouraged not to 
donate blood. Furthermore, each 
and every unit of blood drawn is 
tested for: virus. 


All units of blood that test pos- - 


itive for the virus are discarded. 
Testing of all blood units for the 
AIDS-causing virus has dramati- 
cally lessened the chances of. 
contracting it from a_ blood 
transfusion. i

Testing—positive for the AIDS- 
causing virus is not an automat- 
ic death sentence. 

To date, experience has shown 
that 30 percent of those who test 
Positive will develop AIDS. 
Another 20-30 nt will devel- 
op AIDS-Related Complex 
(ARC), a less serious form of . 
the disease. The remainder will 
show signs or symptoms. 


While. it is not yet understood 
why some persons who test posi- 
tive will avoid .developing the 
disease, there are several. fac- 
tors which appear to increase a 
person's _risk, such as_multiple 
exposures or exposure to other 
viruses. 


More general. health measures 
may reduce a person’s chances 
of getting AIDS; therefore, he or 
she should pay special attention 
to his. or her health by getting 
plenty of rest, eating well, 
reducing stress, limiting alcohai 
consumption and aVoiding smok- 
ing. 


Persons concerned about the 
possibility that they may have 
contracted the virus should see! — 
a blood test. A list of testing 
sites as well as other AIDS-relat-

Tvo alternatives mentioned by

A 
spokeswoman with the Interna- 
tional Personnel Management 
Association of Alexandria, Va., 
confirmed the test was mailed to 
Partney’s home. 

The test was fairly administered 
and the scores were posted, Part- 
ney said. To question it now, 
months after the test, jeopardizes 
the reputations of the officers 
involved and ignores the history of 
test scores within the department, 
he said. 

Partney provided test scores, 
some dating to 1969, showing offi- 
cers getting grades in excess of 100 
percent. On one test, when the 
written examination allowed a 
total of 55 correct, one man scored 
a_ 56 and another scored a 61. He 
alleged no cheating on the part of 
any particular individual or 
group, but said the scores indicate 
to him that ‘‘it looks funny.”” 

“What this proves to me is that 
we brought back honest testing to 
the Granite City Police Depart- 
ment and now they’re questioning 
it,” Partney said. ‘I’m willing to 
let anyone look at our testing pro- 
cedures. It’s all been done by the 
book, which is more thaf.I can say 
was done in the past.’

To the editor: 

I am writing to urge Illinois reporters 
to continue to be as accurate in report- 
ing the governor's office’s newest tax 
hike offering as most were when the 
governor orginally proposed hiking the 
State income tax 20 percent. 

‘The governor's office now favors a 40 
percent increase in the individual and 
corporate income tax. . 

I’m hoping that no one will incorrect- 
dy describe this as a ‘‘one percent” 
increase in individual income taxes, as 
one radio announcer put it. 

The increase would be a one percent- 
age point increase in the individual tax 
rate, 2% to 34%, but a 40 percent hike in 
what people would be asked to pay. 

An accurate description of this 40 
percent tax hike proposal makes it 
sound as bad as it is:and confirms a 
suspicion we’ve had all along — that 
the-least organized taxpayers, individu- 
als, could end up carrying the burden 
of big spending increases. 

You can show your opposition by put- 
ting a bumper sticker on your car or a 
4x6-foot yard sign made of paper say- 
ing, ‘‘No More Illinois Taxes,’’ and 
writing your legislators.

Real property rights include 
the right to use, the right to sell, 
the right to lease, the right to 
enter, the right to give and the 
right to refuse “any of ~these 
rights. They can be separated 
and conveyed individually, or 
conveyed_as_a group, depending 
on the wishes of the property 
owner. 

In America, full rights of own- 
ership) have only limited 
restraints: They-—are mainly 
restricted by four forms of gov- 
ernment authority: the powers 
of taxation, eminent domain, 
police power and escheat. These 
restrictions may be thought of as 
protections that enhance proper- 
ty and safeguard its value. How- 
ever, unless they are carefully 








monitored, they could become 
burdensome and dilute the value 
of homeownership. 

The revenue generated from 
real estate property taxes gener- 
ally is the largest single source 
of income for local governments. 
If taxes go unpaid, the power of 
taxation authorizes the govern- 
ing. body to take ownership of 
the affected property and sell it 
to secure the amount owed. 

The tax revenue collected 
from property owners results 
from assessments of individual 
property values. These asse: 
ments are derived from” variou: 
methods, including using a com- 
parison with sales of ‘similar 
nearby properties, and estimat 
ing the land value plts replace- 
ment cost of the structures on 
the. lot. The assessment methods 
must be uniform to keep values 
in local housing markets from 
becoming torted in some 
areas in comparison to others. 

Eminent domain permits the 
government. to.acquire property 
if necessary for public use. Par- 
cels for public buildings and 
roads are sometimes obtained 
this way. However, the govern- 
ing body seeking ownership must 
reimburse the property owner. 

First, a purchase offer is sub- 
mitted to the property owner 
through a government represen- 
tative. If a mutually acceptable 
price cannot be determined this 
way, ‘then eminent domain can 
be ‘exercised. This power 

















sinvolves a formal -proceeding 
filed against the property owner 
in a court of law. 

The proceeding is resolved by 
the government ying the own 
er a court-determined market 
value, derived from appraisa 
+ submitted by both parties. 

Police power affects real 
estate mainly in the form of 
enforcement of laws pertaining 
to zoning and planning; building. 
fire and- health code require- 
ments; and rent control. 

Unlike the powers, of ation 
or eminent domain, police power 

does not involve government sei- 
zure or acquisition of property 
The property owner may keep 
the real estate, but could be 
faced with civil or criminal pen- 
alties imposed for violating laws 
covered by police power 

The power of escheat is used 
to resolve situations involving 
properties without owners. The 
state assumes ownership if an 
owner dies with no heirs or 
instructions for disposal of his 
property.

rts legend died recently 
in ‘pel leville. His name was Lou- 
is L.(Pick) Dehner. 

1 first met him in Lincoln, Ill., 
the seat of Logan County, which 
has probably the richest farming 
land in the entire world. Its top- 
soil is an average of three feet 
deep. The glaciers which fol- 
lowed the Ice Age when. they 
moved down from Canada de 
ited this topsoil of incredible 
richness. The worst farmer of all 
time couldn't ruin it. 

Pick Dehner was as fantastic 
as Logan County's rich soil. 

He was a star in basketball, 
baseball and tennis. But it was 
on the hardcourt that the lovable 
Dehner reached the heights that 
made him a legend in his time. 

His taJents as a cager at the 
University of Illinois from 1934- 
39: — with a two-year layoff — 
zoomed him to All-American 
honors. It was a career almost 
as glorious to Illini graduates as 
that of the immortal football 
great Harold (Red) Grange. 

In the four years he played at 
Illinois on the tiny Huff G 
floor, his brilliant play resul ted 
in one of the very basic changes 
in the rules of basketball: e 
three-second rule. 

You see, Pick Dehner was a 
lazy man.’ He believed that one 
saves himself for the game’s 
most important function — scor- 
ing baskets. I forget the name of 
the coach at the time, 1 pernars it 
was Harry Combs. le was a 
coach who insisted his cagers 
keep moving, But old Pick 
couldn’t be thered by such 
minor details and soon con- 
vinced his teammates his meth- 
od won them more games. 

The Illini cagers won their 
first Big Ten Conference cham-

pionship that year as Pick sta- 
tioned himself right under the 
basket. It didn’t ke the other 
conference coaches long to fig- 
ure out what he was doing must 
be illegal and should be out- 
lawed. 

It took the riilesmakers just a 
year to’change the rule. So Deh- 
ner had to work again to make 
his baskets. 

All of the above is ancient his- 
tory. Most southwestern Illinois 
high school basketball fans who 
are at least 30 will remember 
Dehner for the years he spent as 
the highly successful basketball 
coach of the East St. Louis Fly- 
ers. 

His antics on the bench will 
always be remembered by local 
basketball fans. But he was also 
a_ successful ‘baseball coach at 
East Side. 

Dehner was_hired as basket- 
ball coach at East.Side the year 
he graduated from Illinois — 
1939: Next to the famed career 
of Vergil Fletcher at Collinsville, 
Dehner was the most famous 
coach around. A meeting of the 
Kahoks and Flyers with those 
two colorful coaches .calling the 
shots was worth twice the price 
of a ticket.
